Thanking those who 
care around the clock 


THE Bridgend County 
Borough Council and its 
partners are using this year’s 
Social Care Week to celebrate 
the contribution of those who 
‘care around the clock’. 

Social workers, home care work¬ 
ers, foster carers, residential care 
workers, community occupational 
therapists are just a few of the vital 
roles supporting thousands of adults 
and children in Bridgend County 
Borough 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year, a council spokesman reports. 

Social Care Week (June 20-24) is 
unique to Wales, and was set up so 
that the role of those employed in the 
sector and who deliver that essential 
support can be recognised. Live per 
cent of the total workforce in Wales 
is involved in some form of social 
care, equivalent to a workforce of 
88,000 people working with people 
of all ages who have different needs. 

At any one time in Bridgend 
County Borough alone, some 3.5 per 
cent of the local population will be 
receiving social care from BCBC. 
That can range from safeguarding 
children and vulnerable adults to pro¬ 
viding practical help with daily living 
tasks to support people to be inde¬ 
pendent. 

The council works closely with its 
partners in the public, private, inde¬ 
pendent and voluntary sectors to 
deliver social care and wants to raise 
awareness of the support which is 
being delivered around the clock. 

Coun Lyn Morgan, BCBC cabinet 
member for wellbeing, said: 
“Vulnerable people need care at all 
times of the day and night, through¬ 
out the year. It’s not a case of provid¬ 
ing 9-5 support, the council and its 
partners need to have support avail¬ 
able whenever it’s required. 


“It’s easy for this work to go unno¬ 
ticed until you or your loved one 
needs help. We are so fortunate that 
we have such professional, caring 
and skilled workers and volunteers 
willing and able to deliver this. 
Believe me, we would be lost with¬ 
out them. 

“I’m delighted that here in 
Bridgend County Borough we have a 
strong tradition of marking Social 
Care Week and recognising this 
remarkable and hard working sector. 
I hope by showing our appreciation 
we can highlight the excellent work 
undertaken and raise the profile of 
opportunities to work in social care.” 

Case study: A day in the life of 
BCBC’s Assessment Team 

Monday, 8:30: There’s a hand 
over from the Emergency Duty Team. 
Senior practitioners start taking 
phone calls and information about 
child protection issues that have aris¬ 
en over the weekend. 

They start to prioritise what needs 
immediate action and consult with 
their manager and other agencies. 

Among the referrals is a child that 
has been admitted to hospital with an 
unexplained injury. Phone calls are 
made to the consultant paediatrician 
to gain information on the current 
condition of the child. 

A strategy discussion is held with 
the Child Abuse Investigation Unit 
within South Wales Police to agree 
further action. This issue will devel¬ 
op through the day. 

9:30: A significant number of 
domestic violence related referrals 
arrive from the police which details 
incidents that they were involved 
with over the weekend. 

The referrals relate to a number of 
different families, some of whom are 
already known to the Safeguarding 
and Family Support Service. Each 


referral is screened and a decision is 
made as to whether there is any fur¬ 
ther action needed. 

10:00: More referrals are received 
from other agencies such as the 
NSPCC, A&E, Ambulance Service 
and phone calls from the public. 

One of the social work assistants 
leaves the office to visit to a family 
where parenting support is needed. 

11:30: The duty desk receives a 
phone call from a head teacher of a 
local primary school who wants 
advice on a child that has reported 
problems at home. 

The child is checked against the 
data base and has been known to the 
department previously. Headteacher 
is advised about appropriate action 
to take. 

13:00: Two social workers leave 
the office to attend court to give evi¬ 
dence in relation to a neglected child. 

14:30: The duty desk informs the 
team manager that a 17-year-old has 
come into the office reporting that he 
is homeless. 

The duty social worker starts an 
initial assessment with the young 
person and later makes contact with 
his extended family and negotiates a 
place for him to stay whilst the 
assessment is concluded. The young 
person feels that this is a good out¬ 
come for him. 

16:00: Call taken from a health 
visitor who has concerns about the 
home conditions of a family she is 
visiting. A social worker agrees with 
the health visitor to undertake a joint 
visit the following day. 

17:30: The senior practitioner 
contacts the Emergency Duty Team 
and hands over details of the child 
protection case that had been 
referred today in case any issues 
arise during the evening and/or 
night.

houses. There will also 
be improvements to the 
local highways network, 
and better connections 
for public transport, 
cycling and pedestri¬ 
ans.” 

Andy Richardson, 
Valad’s head of UK 
Development, said: 
“This imaginative pro¬ 
posal will regenerate 
and transform a largely 
derelict site and bring 
many new jobs to the 
local area, t will provide 
the additional shopping 
that is needed locally, as 
well as new entertain¬ 
ment and leisure facili¬ 
ties.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Reminder of the 
sacrifices armed 
forces do make 
for our freedom 


L ast week I was hum¬ 
bled to hear first-hand, 
members of the Royal 
British Legion recounting 
details of their time served 
with the armed forces. 

It was one of the most moving 
experiences to hear how they fought 
in Japan and Malaya, lost comrades 
and also had to battle against malaria 
and other sicknesses. 

The event was a Poppy party that I 
held in support of the 90th anniver¬ 
sary of the Royal British Legion, and 
to mark the significance of Armed 
Forces Day this week. 

I was keen to support the nation¬ 
wide celebrations of The Legion, 
which continues to help support mil¬ 
lions of beneficiaries - men and 
women who serve and have served 
their country at home and abroad, 
many at enormous personal cost to 
themselves and their families. 

The event was kindly hosted by 
Barry Comprehensive School and 
pupils from year-7 welcomed Royal 
British Legion members of the Barry 
branch, Sgt Llewellyn from the 2nd 
Battalion The Royal Welsh and local 
residents to the coffee morning. 

The coffee morning also coincided 
with last week’s vote in the 
Commons, where it was agreed to 
enshrine the Military Covenant in law 
for the first time. 

This is the agreement between the 
community, government and Armed 
Forces to treat them fairly, to value 
and respect them as individuals, and 
to sustain and reward them and their 
families. 


The new law has been passed to 
the Lords for approval and is some¬ 
thing the Royal British Legion has 
been calling for, for some time. 

The government signed in a Tri- 
Service Armed Forces Covenant for 
the first time, which sets out the rela¬ 
tionship and obligations between the 
Armed Forces Community, the 
Government and the nation with the 
principles of the Covenant enshrined 
in law. 

The commitment is a statement of 
obligation and enshrines in law a 
right for serving personnel to ensure 
adequate training, with the necessary 
equipment and that serving personnel 
benefit from housing rights, enhanced 
medical support, transport privileges, 
council tax discounts, amongst many 
other needs. 

This Saturday is Armed Forces 
Day, which provides an opportunity 
to do two things: 

Firstly, to raise public awareness of 
the contribution made to our country 
by those who serve and have served 
in Her Majesty’s Armed Forces. 

Secondly, it gives us all an oppor¬ 
tunity to show our support for the 
men and women who make up the 
Armed Forces community: from cur¬ 
rently serving troops to Service fami¬ 
lies and from veterans to cadets. 

I will be holding a second Poppy 
Party, this time at the Lesser Hall in 
Cowbridge at 10.30am on Friday 
June 24 - all are welcome to come 
along and support our Armed Forces 
community. 

We need to champion their inter¬ 
ests not only on Remembrance 
Sunday and Armed Forces Day but 
all year round.

T his photo¬ 
graph of the 
wedding of Iris 
Madgwick and 
Probert Ewart 
James in 1934, was 
taken outside No 1 
Maes y Bryn, 
Colwinston, and 
includes some 
notable local person¬ 
alities. 

Iris was secretary to a 
solicitor in Bridgend; 
Ewart an accountant in a 
Port Talbot builders’ 
merchants. He lived in 
Cwmavon, 

In the back row (far 
left) was Lewis Davies, 
the son of master grocer 
Ben Davies. The shop 
was at the post office in 
Nolton Street, Bridgend. 
Ben Davies of ‘Llanelly’ 
died in 1903. 

He delivered groceries 
to farms for 10 miles 
around Bridgend, using 
a pony and trap. 

Second left at the 
back was David Jenkins 
of Treharris, whose 
father sank the colliery 
in Treharris 1878; the 
third on the left was Mr 
Richard Selby, managing 
director of Wenvoe 
Quarries, who built the 
pleasure park at Barry 
Island for Billy Butlin. 
Dick was the husband of 
Madame May Selby of 
the Handel School of 
Music, 106 Nolton 
Street.

horn player with the 
Welsh Guards. He was 
trained at Kneller Hall - 
he gave a vigorous musi¬ 
cal training to his daugh¬ 
ters - Bella, May 
(Selby) and Iris (the 
bride). 

In the second row 
(from the right with a 
Wtton-hole) is Mr 
William Langton, who 
was an expert tanner in 
Brackla Street Tannery, 
Bridgend. 

His father Edward 
Langton was an expert 
moulding artist, who 
decorated the ceiling in 


Cyfartha Castle, fol¬ 
lowed by the bishop’s 
residence Golden Grove 
in Llandeilo. He was 
then asked to decorate 
Southemdown Castle (a 
fortified mansion). 

May and Isabella used 
to entertain and sing, 
and accompanied the 
silent films in Brackla 
Cinema. 

In front of Bill 
Langton (seated) is Mrs 
Watts of Brackla Street - 
one of the kindest ladies 
in Bridgend, her family 
graves are in Merthyr 
Mawr. 

Next to Mrs Watts (in 
white) is Isabella Jenkins 


(nee Davies). She 
became an expert sopra¬ 
no singer. 

In the middle line, 
third from the left in a 
white dress and hat, is 
Madame May Selby of 
the Handel School of 
Music. She taught for 68 
years! 

May was the wife of 
Dick Selby, who stands 
behind her left shoulder. 

On the front row left 
is Elizabeth 
Madg wick/D avies/ nee 
Langton, sister to 
William Langton. 

Edward Langton, their 
father lived in Coity by 
the castle and for a bet 


he painted the heads of 
the apostles on the local 
pub wall. He was mar¬ 
ried in 1860 to Salica 
Owen in Coity Church. 

Next to ‘Granny 
Madgwick’ is Desmond 
Jenkins, son of Isabella 
and David, who became 
the president of the 
English-speaking Union, 
Herts. 

Dick Selby lived in 
Quarella Road, with 
Ruby Selby his sister. 
His final resting place is 
not yet known although 
an extensive search is 
still going on .

Hal Jordan, a fighter 
pilot whose encounter 
with an alien named 
Abin Sur (Temuera 
Morrison) grants him a 
ring that makes him a 
member of the Green 
Lanterns, an interstellar 
group who police the 
universe. 

However, Jordan and 
the Lanterns will be test¬ 
ed by both Hector 
Hammond (Peter 
Sarsgaard) and the alien 
Parallax, who intend on 
wreaking havoc that will 
affect not just our world 
but the entire galaxy... 

Superhero films tend 
to rely on reality to be 
successful. The best of 
the genre {The Dark 
Knight, X-Men 2, 
Spiderman 2) may take 
the odd flight of fancy 
here and there, but their 
grounding in fa mili ar 
concerns mark them out, 
w hi le those that are less 
realistic often flounder 
(Batman and Robin, 
anyone?) 

Given that the crux of 
Green Lantern requires 
suspension of disbelief. 


coupled with a character 
not known for having 
entered mainstream con¬ 
sciousness, it could easi¬ 
ly have been a gigantic 
failure; however, despite 
the scathing reviews 
elsewhere, it makes for 
an enjoyable if slightly 
rushed film, whose main 
flaw comes from the 
poor screenplay. 

The choices of both 
director and cast bear 
fruit. 

Ryan Reynolds 
exudes both charm and 
cockiness that makes 
him an entertaining 
actor, and he parlays this 
into the character of 
Jordan, who finds him¬ 
self discovering that the 
universe is protected by 
a huge number of 
species from across the 
galaxy. 

Reynolds plays both 
the fish out of water and 
the hero well and his 
performance strikes the 
right notes, even if the 
turn relies on Reynolds’ 
stock ability rather than 
pushing him. 

Opposite him, Blake 
Lively makes for a 
pleasing foil as his fly¬ 
ing partner and love 
interest, even if she isn’t 
given much of a charac¬ 
ter by the script, a situa¬ 
tion that Peter Sarsgaard 
also finds himself in as 
Hammond, a villain 
seemingly in search of a 
valid motive. 

While director Martin 
Campbell may have suc¬ 
cessfully rebooted the 
James Bond franchise 
twice, as well as return¬ 
ing Zorro to the big

screen, he is on less 
steady ground here. 

Certainly, he achieves 
the aim of shooting the 
film with a comic book 
colour scheme that com¬ 
plements the source 
material, but very rarely 
are there moments of 
real excitement. 

Instead the action set 
pieces either rely on 
some poorly rendered 
computer effects or sail 
a httle too close to 
already familiar ones - a 
helicopter crash reminis¬ 
cent of the Green 
Goblin’s attack in 
Spiderman a case in 
point. 

But the main letdown 
here is a script that bears 
the names of four people 
but feels like it was writ¬ 
ten by 40.

rushed feel that impacts 
the most, leaving Lively 
and Sarsgaard searching 
for something to hang 
their performances on, 
while it tries to cover so 
much that even at 105 
minutes it feels like it 
glosses over certain ele¬ 
ments. 

It also fails to sketch 
compelling bad guys - 
after all, heroes are only 
as good as their villains 
- with the CGI Parallax 
reminiscent of the simi¬ 
larly poorly executed 
Galactus from the 
Fantastic Four sequel, 
and as such renders what 
could have been an 
extraordinary superhero 
a lot more ordinary. 

It’s a shame that there 
wasn’t more attention 
paid to the screenplay, as 
the other ingredients all 
work well if not 
superbly; however 
Green Lantern still 
makes for an enjoyable 
viewing experience, if 
not one that will live 
long in the memory. 

VERDICT: An enter¬ 
taining superhero film 
that is let down by a 
weak screenplay and the 
spectacle that should be 
compulsoty. Green 
Lantern hits the right 
notes but not loudly 
enough. Decent turns 
from the cast liven pro¬ 
ceedings and make the 
film a pleasing experi¬ 
ence - but that’s all.

Ewenny Road does, 
of course, stretch out 
all the way to Ewenny 
itself, where there are 
a number of thriving 
businesses, including 
a pine furniture shop, 
an expanding garden 
centre, hair salon, 
nursery and dress 
shop, as well as the 
two potteries for 
which the village is so 
well known. 

There is more busi¬ 
ness activity just 
around the corner on 
the road to Ogmore, 
where a country craft 
and antique centre is 
now established. 

Returning to the 
Nolton Street area, 
another change is 
planned, because 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) received per¬ 
mission from the 
Welsh Government 
some time ago to 
introduce a one-way 
system along Nolton 
Street. 

This will mean that 
the only entrance into 
Nolton Street will be 
at the Cowbridge 
Road junction. The 
one-way system, when 
implemented, will 
make it easier for 
parking spaces to be 
created, and it will 
also make it easier for 
delivery vans to 
unload. 

At the Brackla 
Street end of Nolton 
Street, traffic will no 
longer sweep right 
towards Tremains 
Road. 

Instead, all traffic 
will head left down 
the Rhiw, and exit the 
town centre across 
Water Street Bridge. 
The junction will be 
improved to make 
this left sweep easier. 

When the plan was 
announced, traders 
were pleased that it 
would make access to 
Nolton Street easier, 
and there was general 
agreement that it 
could only be good 
for trade. 

When it comes to 
retailing, Bridgend has 
always been more than 
just a town centre and 
some superstores, and 
approaching the town 
from Ewenny only 
goes to emphasise 
this!

EU funding boost for 
14-19 skills project 


A Bridgend County 
Borough Council-led 
regional project aimed at 
supporting young people in 
improving their basic skills 
and employability is being 
boosted by millions of 
pounds of European fund¬ 
ing. 

The Pre-VENT (Pre- 
Vocational Education and 
Training) 14-19 project is target¬ 
ing around 8,000 teens who are at 
risk of becoming, or actually are, 
‘NEETs’ - a term used for those 
not in education, employment, or 
training. Its aim is to help young 
people improve their skills so that 
they are better prepared for the 
worlds of work, training or fur¬ 
ther education. 

Eor more than two years, offi¬ 
cers from five South East Wales 
authorities - Bridgend, Blaenau 
Gwent, Caerphilly, Torfaen and 
Merthyr Tydfil - have worked as a 
partnership to develop Pre-VENT 
14-19. 

Now the project is getting 
£8.2m from the European Social 
Eund through the Welsh 
Government, and it will be spread 
across the five areas to support 
local young people. 

The funding was announced on 
June 20 by Alun Davies AM, 
Deputy Minister for Agriculture, 
Eood, Eisheries and European 
programmes, at Studio 34 in 
Bridgend County Borough. 

The Pyle-based centre provides 
learning opportunities for stu¬ 
dents who might otherwise have 
struggled to make a successful 
transition from school at 16 years 
old. 


Mr Davies said: “We want to 
break down the barriers that pre¬ 
vent some young people from 
making the most of their educa¬ 
tion, and this project seeks to 
address the issue with the aim of 
reducing the number of young 
people becoming NEETs. 

“Equipping young people with 
new skills and confidence will 
lead to improved career opportu¬ 
nities and a quality workforce. 

“This demonstrates how we 
can successfully invest EU funds 
to deliver our goals in partnership 
with local authorities, schools and 
further education colleges, bring¬ 
ing increased economic and 
social benefits to the region.” 

The project will continue up to 
autumn 2013 across each regional 
area, where learning coaches, 
youth workers, teachers and oth¬ 
ers will create a range of personal 
development and support pro¬ 
grammes to provide intensive 
support for young people to 
enhance their future employabili¬ 
ty. 

Coun Alana Davies, Bridgend 
County Borough Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for children and 
young people, added: “This is 
fantastic news for an important 
project which will benefit the 
whole south-east Wales region. 
I’m especially pleased that 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council has been key to deliver¬ 
ing Pre-VENT and helping to 
secure this vital funding. 

“We need to ensure we are 
reaching young people of all abil¬ 
ities. Being open and flexible 
about the routes to learning, train¬ 
ing and employment helps us to 
do this and I’d like to congratulate 
local officers and our partners for 


their work to achieve this.” 

CASE STUDY: 

ONE young person who is 
already reaping the benefits of 
Pre-VENT activities is Richard 
Sevan of Bridgend. 

Richard was struggling with 
health and personal problems, 
making it difficult to focus on 
school and learning. 

Despite these difficulties, he 
gained four GCSEs, but came 
unstuck when he enrolled on a 
college course which he was 
unable to complete. 

Richard heard about 
Bridgend’s Studio 34 and with the 
help of a learning coach based 
there, he received the support he 
needed to get his life back on 
track and pursue his career ambi¬ 
tions through an interactive 
media course. 

He is now planning to begin a 
National Diploma in Interactive 
Media at Bridgend College. 

He told the Deputy Minister 
how Pre-VENT has changed his 
life and is likely to make a differ¬ 
ence to more people like himself. 

“Studio 34 offered me a place 
to leant which gave me security 
and support. It gave me a reason 
to get up in the morning. 

“The teachers and the learning 
coach helped me to channel my 
energies constructively and to 
focus on something positive 
which would lead to a qualifica¬ 
tion. 

“This helped me to forget my 
past and focus on the present and 
the future. I have built good rela¬ 
tionships with students and tutors 
alike and now have a learning 
pathway which will hopefully 
lead me towards a good job and a 
better life. ”

THE latest Honda Civic, 
which has a 1.8 engine, recent¬ 
ly managed to achieve near 
diesel-like economy from a 
petrol engine car. 

Driving for maximum economy 
over more than 100 miles, the Civic 
1.8 Si returned 52.5 to the gallon 
according to the car’s onboard com¬ 
puter - a 24 per cent margin of 
improvement over the official aver¬ 
age mpg for the car. 

The run was carried out in atro¬ 
cious driving conditions with temper¬ 
atures below zero. 

Honda claims the i-VTEC engine 
used in the Civic will return 42.2mpg 
on average, which in this day and age 
is about the norm for 1.8-litre hatch¬ 
es. 

A Honda spokesman said: “While 
a 2.2-litre diesel Civic in similar trim 
is rated at 53.3mpg, you have to fac¬ 
tor in the difference in fuel costs of 
around 20p per gallon, and the initial 
outlay of £19,395 for the car - some 
£1,500 more than the petrol version. 

“Unless you are going to keep the 
car for a long time or clock up serious 
mileage, a petrol version has the edge 
when it comes to running costs of 
about 2p per mile”. 

The route was from Shropshire to 
Worcester - via Abergavenny - and is 
a tried and tested economy run, 
crossing the Brecon Beacons, head¬ 
ing south and then a long uphill haul 
for the return journey. 

It has been used in MPG 
Marathons and is an acknowledged 
test of both car and driver. 


The spokesman added: “Although 
we had the air conditioning off, the 
heater was high because of the wintry 
weather - and conditions meant we 
were driving on headlamps which is 
another energy drain. 

“The key to getting the best mpg 
out of any car is a smooth driving 
style and changing gear at the right 
moment, something which is easy on 
the Civic - thanks to a gear shift indi¬ 
cator flanking the digital speedo on 
the Civic's high tech dashboard advis¬ 
ing when to change up or down. 

“There is also an Eco gauge - six 
green dots which illuminate accord¬ 
ing to how efficiently the car is being 
driven. 

“For much of our journey, we man¬ 
aged to keep four dots glowing and 
while cruising on a light throttle, all 
six would be showing. 

“Around town it was unusual even 
for one dot to be illuminated - show¬ 
ing how much extra fuel is used at 
slow speeds in traffic. 

From a performance point of view 
the Civic Si is no slouch with a 0 to 
60 time of under nine seconds and a 
claimed top speed of 127mph. 

Although we did sacrifice some of 
its sporty credentials for the sake of 
economy, this was very much a ‘real 
world’ drive.
